Businessman will give Christ, 
mas gifts In greater numbers this 
year, but the value and aidtabiUtjr 
of each gift la being examined 
with greater ear*, according to 
the Businesa Goodwill Advisory 
Council. 
"Extravagant business gifts of 
the type associated with the ‘pay­ 
ola* are on their way out, re­ 
placed with modest gifts selected 
with an eye toward value and 
good taste.“ That's the finding of 
this non-profit research organiza­ 
tion supported by gift-conscious 
sales managers, the business gift 
Industry’s two national trade as- 
aociations and the i n d u s t r y ' s 
trade information service. 
The average coet of a I960 busi­ 
ness gift was about $7.50, BGAC 
reports, down from $14.00 only 
five years ago. But, the number 
of Individual gifts is estimated to 
be running 22% above last year; 
110% more than five yaara ago. 
Because of the considerable in­ 
crease in number of gifts, the 
sales volume of the business gift 
industry will be close to $.400.000,- 
000 this year; up from $2:>3,000,000 
last year and $276,000,000 the year 
before. And these figures do not 
include liquor and other sifts pur­ 
chased through retail stores. 
“The ‘payola’ 
scandals have 
alerted businessmen to choose 
their business gifts with greater 
care,” a spokesman said. 
Busi­ 
nessmen are now striving earnest­ 
ly for tasteful gifts that can be 
presented in a truly thoughtful

Christians Celebrates Christmas By 
Exchanging Gifts Since Early Days 


A Jolly old gent, with a "little 
•ound belly," "dimples how mer- 
•y,” and a nose "like a cherry 
. . who but Santa Claus? 
The description, of course, is 
trom Clement Clark Moore’s fa­ 
mous poem which begins "Twas 
the 
Night 
Before 
Christmas.” 
Moore, Washington Irving and 
Thomas Na.'rt are generally cred­ 
ited with being responsible for the 
Image of Santa Claus as we know 
lim today. 
Irving is cn dited with br ing the 
"father” of Santa in this country. 
The year was 1809 and the publi­ 
cation of Irving’s Knickerbocker 
History of New York, which con­ 
tains 25 references to the fabled 
gift giver. 
According to Irving, Santa wore 
a "low, broad-trim m ed hat,” a 


huge pair of Flemish trunk hose, 
and rode over the rooftops drop­ 
ping his gifts down chimneys. He 
also had Santa smoking a pipe, 
which was twisted in the hat­ 
band of his broad-brimmed hat 
when he was not smoking. 
It . »s Moore who took Santa 
from the horse-drawn wagon and 
put him in the sleigh, exchanging 
the horses for eight tiny reindeer. 
Thomas Nast, who enjoyed a 
great reputation as a political car­ 
toonist, started drawing carica­ 
tures of Santa about 1863. He re­ 
tained Santa’s pipe, as given him 
by both Irving and Moore, as well 
a» the beard and fur.t But he en­ 
larged considerably Santa’s "lit­ 
tle round belly,” making it the 
big round one Santa has sported 
ever since.

Toys, of course, are the first 
thing we think of when we start 
running down the H it of young 
folks on our gift list. For the very 
young, that is. When we start de­ 
ciding what to give to the pre- 
teen and early teen set, we have 
to use a bit of Imagination -a a 
well as a bit of realistic thinking. 
Too often, we overlook the won­ 
derful world of books. 
To the impressionable young- 
iter, good books open the door 
to adventure, travel, mystery, to 
endless hours of entertainment, 
recreation and education. 
Books are easy to select and 
give. All one must know is th« 
•go, reading ability and capacity, 
and Interests of the youngster for 
whom the gift is intended. While 
books are ageless, youngsters are 
not; they have their own individu­ 
al likes and dislikes and a book 
on a subject in which they ane not 
interested would be as useless to 
them as a shirt four sizes too big. 
The same is true if the subject 
matter of die book is “too old * 
or “too young.” There Is no such 
thing as a book for youngsters 
“в to 16.” The age apan Is too 
wide and the diversity of inter­ 
ests will be even wider. 


Boy Wisely 
Some well-intending p e r s o n s 
buy books or book sets for the 
school-age as gifts for infants, 
♦Mnirtng they ere purchasing a 
“lasting** g ift Actually, they are 
wasting their money. If the books 
are not tom or m isplaced by the 
tim e the child is old enough to 
read and appreciate them, m ost 
likely the information contained 
in the books is outdated. 
Books for youngsters are w rit­ 
ten for a select age group not for 
a select age. At 13. two boys may 
have entirely different reading 
tasn.- 
as well as rending abili­ 
ties. 
Books m ake excellent gifts for 
per.'.ms of nil ages. But, like a 
glove or a shoe, they m ust “fit” 
the recipient if they are to be 
fully appreciated.

For the Holidays? 


Did you ever wonder if the 
home you have lavishly decorated 
for the holiday season is anything 
but “ safe” ? If your home and 
decorations are “ average.” you 
are most likely surrounded by 
more fire hazards than the law 
allows. 
The Christmas tree, in all its 
shiny splendor, 
is 
a 
potential 
torch. A ”safe” tree is one that 
is freshly cut, with the base sub­ 
merged in w’ater or w’et sand as 
long as it remains in the house. 
It is also located away from all 
sources of heat. 
Safe lights for the tree must be 
laboratory-approved, 
and 
care­ 
fully inspected for frayed cords 
and damaged sockets. It is unwise 
to “economize” by using old cords 
year after year. It is also unwise 
to 
overload 
electrical 
circuits 
with additional lights, toys and 
appliances. 
Only nonflammable decorations 
should be used on the tree. Dis­ 
carded Christmas package wrap­ 
pings should never be left scat­ 
tered under the tree. Turn tree 
lights off when retiring or leav­ 
ing the 
house 
Regardless 
of 
whether the New Year has ar­ 
rived or not, throw out the tree 
once the n< edles become dry and 
fall off.

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Practically every nation has its 
special Christmas dish, and since 
Americans represent people from 
all parts of the world, it is not 
surprising that one iir.d* different 
holiday menus in 
the various 
parts of our country Two menu 
headlines, however, have thor­ 
oughly American pedigrees . . . 
turkey and cranberries 
Indians ate wild turkey, cran­ 
berries, and pumpkins before the 
first European colonists arrived. 
The turkey on present-day holiday 
tables is a domesticated variety 
of the native wild turkey. Though 
thoroughly American, the bird ac­ 
quired a name indicating for­ 
eign origin. It is believed this 
happened because the gobbler 
was mistakenly identified with 
the guinea cock, a bird imported 
from Africa by way of Turkey. 


Big Business 
Raising domesticated turkeys is 
an exasperating business, pro­ 
ducers say. The birds are dull- 
witted, sometimes will not eat 
for no apparent reason and stam­ 
pede at the slightest provocation. 
Cranberry growers 
flood their 
bogs in winter to protect vines 
from cold and insect pests. Ma­ 
chines grade cranberries by their 
bounce—berries with plenty of 
bounce are firm and good. 
Among other foods on the holi­ 
day table, olives and celery are 
foreign-born. Celery first made 
its appearance in France, in the 
17th 
century. 
Olives 
probably 
originated in the region extending 
from Syria to Greece. 
Potatoes, corn, lima beans, to­ 
matoes, sweet potatoes, squash 
and garden peppers claim to be 
American, born and bred—but 
most of them first grew in South

Holiday Cards 
Are Tradition 


The volume of Christmas cards 
Americans will send this year 
will reach an all time high of 
over two-and-a-half billion, or an 
average of 14 or 15 for every 
person in the country. 
To meet the deluge, the Post 
Office has hired an extra quar­ 
ter million workers, the senders 
will pay a quarter billion dollars 
for the cards, and the postal serv­ 
ice will collect about 90 million 
dollars in postage. 
This staggering Christmas card 
trade has really become big busi­ 
ness and is firmly rooted in the 
American C h ristm a s scheme. 
Card sending, however, Is a re­ 
cent innovation when compared 
with all the other traditions of the 
Yuletide. 


First In England 
As it is known today, the Christ­ 
mas card first made its appear­ 
ance in the 1840's in England. 
Authorities differ on which of sev­ 
eral persons designed the earli­ 
est card. 
One claimant is a vicar of New­ 
castle, the Rev. Edward Bradley, 
who is reputed to have sent litho­ 
graphed holiday greetings to his 
friends in 1844. 
Another claimant is William 
Egley, whose card was produced 
in 1842 or 1849, according to the 
way one reads the date. Another 
candidate is John C. Horsely. 


Across the Sea 
Regardless of who sent the first, 
Christmas cards were on sale in 
London shops by the end of the 
1850’s and became popular in the 
next decade. In 1882, a British 
company paid $35,000 for original 
paintings to reproduce on cards. 
The 
custom 
m ean w h ile had 
spread to America, where it was 
growing steadily in popularity. 
Some of the Victorian cards 
would now bring laughs. One 
wished its receiver “A Most Con­ 
summate Xmas Sc an Utterly Ut­ 
ter New Year." 
Today, selecting and addressing 
Christmas cards has become an 
annual ritual in American homes. 
Numerous businesses also mail 
messages to their customers. And 
one politician is reported to have 
sent no less than 40,000 Christmas 
cards last year. 
The problem of what to do with 
cards when the season is over 
has never been completely solved. 
Some hospital patient« make new 
ones from the old and sell them 
to raise funds. But the supply of 
used cards appears far greater 
than the demand.

The p o s t m a r k s , “Christmas, 
F la.” and “Santa Claus, Ind ” are

_____________ 
Once Against Law 


At one tim e it was illegal to 
observe Christm as in this country. 
In 1659 the M assachusetts Bay 
Colony’s general court passed the 
following resolution: “ Whosoever 
shall be found observing any such 
day as C hristm as or the like, 
either by forebearing labor, feast­ 
ing, or any other way, as a fes­ 
tival, shall be fined five shillings." 
It is believed that the first 
“ legal” observance in this coun­ 
try was in 1687 when Governor 
Andros conducted services in Bos­ 
ton’s town hall. However, it was 
not until 1856 that the M assa­ 
chusetts State Legislature passed 
laws making Christm as a legal 
holiday.
